May 29, 1931 L3 460, 48?
Record the vote.

CLERK: 19 ayes, 22 nays on the motion to return the
bill, Mr. President.

PRESIDENT: The motion fails. Any other motions on
LB 4607?

CLERK: No, Mr. President, 1 have nothing further.

PRESIDENT: Proceed then with the Final Reading of
LB 460.

CLERK: (Read LB 460 on Final Reading.)

PRESIDENT: Ail provisions of law relative to procedure
having been complied with, the question is, shall LB 460
pass? All those in favor vote aye, opposed nay. Record
the vote.

CLERK: (Read the record vote as found on page 2413 of
the Legislative Journal.) 27 ayes, 18 nays, 3 excused
and not voting, 1 present and not voting, Mr. President.

PRESIDENT: LB 460 passes. The next bill on Final Reading
is LB 487, Mr. Clerk.

ASSISTANT CLERK: (Read LB 487 on Final Reading.)
PRESIDENT: -..-.-(microphone not on)....stop.

SENATOR KOCH: Mr. Chairman, in the interest of equity
for the members of this body, how close are we going

to adhere to the rules of how far we can stray from our
chairs?

PRESIDENT: Well, we have been allowing on longer bills
a little bit more flexibility and that....(interruption).

SENATOR KOCH: Well, 1 think we ought to have it very
simply put, stay within one stride of them or you are
able to wander a considerable distance.

PRESIDENT: Well, some have been wandering further than
I would have them wander and that is why I told....

1 wanted to go to
the restroom a little bit ago and 1 had to hold up one
finger and you didn"t recognize me, so | want to know
under what extreme conditions we can move.
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
